Town council hasagreed to look 
at the figures involved in hiring a 
county fire marshal at the request 
of local fire chief Rick Mousscau 

Council was told that the county 
associationoffircchiefsand county 
administration arc investigating the 
possibility of hiring a fire marshal 
with the cost to be shared between 
all 6 municipalities. 

The fire marshal would under¬ 
take all fire inspections in the 
county, replacing local volunteer 
fire fighters who arc currently re¬ 
sponsible for the job The marshal 
would also likely help with fire 
investigations with the province. 

“I can’t see that there is enough 
work to keep him busy for a full 
year.” said Councillor Vance van 
Dam "But I guess we will have to 
wait and sec what the proposal is. ” 

A rental increase on CP Rail 
property rented by the town has 
been rescinded 

Town Council, who had sent a 
letter of complaint to the company 
after receiving notification of the 
increase, was told last week that 
CPR would not raise the rates on 
the land 

Council rents two pieces of prop¬ 
erty from CPR. one on the corner of 
the town's main intersection and 
one adjacent to the town shop 


An Olds company has been 
given salvage rights to the Dids- 
bury land fill site. 

Alberta Light Hauling, owned 
by Dwayne Kunish. has been given 
the rights to salvage scrap metal 
from the site. 

Under the agreement, the sal¬ 
vage is to take place at no cost to 
the town and all salvaged scrap 
metal must be removed. 

The salvaging will take place 4 
times per year. 

Landfill salvaging is burgeon¬ 
ing as a new industry with the 
growlh of the recycling market. 
Metals, plastics and other materi¬ 
als can be removed from the site 
and resold for manufacture into 
other products 

Tom Hilchic. former Youth Pas¬ 
tor at the Didsburv Evangelical 
Church, has been chosen as the 
acting FCSS Director for the town. 

Hilchie. a former member of the 
FCSS Board, replaces Pearl Craig 
for the next 6 months while she is 
on maternity leave. 

Councillor Gayle Veno. who sat

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Disaster plan help sought

Help is being sought by the town 
in an effort to complete a disaster 
plan for Didsbury 

The decision to seek help in 
creating and organizing the plan 
came last week after discussion 
about new drilling of a sour gas 
well just 3 km away from the tow n 
Town Councillor Dan Peters, 
w ho has been working on complet¬ 


ing a disaster services plan, said he 
is concerned that the amount of 
work involved in setting up the 
plan could delay its implementa¬ 
tion. 

“It's a mountainousc trudge of 
paperwork,” he said. “Even in or¬ 
der to complete the plan, you have 
to be in contact with all the various 
groups involved and that changes 
all the time I just wonder if we 
shouldn't appoint someone on a 
more permanent nature to be in 


charge “ 

Peters said hiring, or recruiting 
a volunteer to undertake the project 
would help ensure the continuity of 
the plan and place someone in 
charge should a disaster occur 
“In the event of an emergency. 
I think it would be better to have 
someone with experience at the 
helm," Peters said 

Council estimated that more 
than 100 hours of work is needed to 
complete the plan 


Town Administrator Mike Sto¬ 
rey pointed out that it is often a 
town employee who is put in charge 
of the plan, but council decided 
against asking him or the fire chief 
to undertake the job 

“We really don't want to saddle 
the new fire chief with this right 
now. " said Mayor Ray Lea “He is 
already workingon loo many things 
and if an emergency did come up. 
he is usually the one right at the 
site." 


Council did consider approach¬ 
ing former fire chief Gary Halfyard 
for the job. but decided to also 
advertise the job before choosing a 
candidate Interestedapplicantsare 
expected to submit a proposal on 
the job along with any compensa¬ 
tion they expect 

“This is something we need to 
take care of right away.” said Lea 
“One day we arc going to have a 
problem and this is going to come 
back to haunt us. ”

Monday night's political forum in Olds brought out a very 
interesting issue by the Reform party 

Reform candidate Myron Thompson said categorically that 
the Reform Party, if they form the next government, would cut all 
tax payer funding to special interest groups With the deficit 
running the way it is and the mountainous debt continuing to 
grow, that makes sense.

Twenty 
years of poor leadership is a pretty 
decisive dose of bad medicine 
The Party Qucbccois doesn't 
appear on our ballot so that re¬ 
moves them as a possible choice in 
English speaking Canada even if 
they might have a definite cfTcct on 
our ability to function as a nation 
The Citizens Coaltion Party is a 
possible choice but out of the hun¬ 
dred and some scats where Mr 
Hertz, says they will field candi¬ 
dates. 1 understand there's only 
approximately thirty warm bodies 
representing that party This doesn't 
give them much voice in Ottawa 
even if they won 10 scats.

Gas price 
hike 

application 

filed 

On September 20. 1993 North¬ 
western Utilities Limited filed a 
request with the Alberta Public 
Utilities Board to adjust its rates 
effective November 1. 1993, to 
recover increasing gas costs. 

For the winter period Novem¬ 
ber 1993. to March 1994. North¬ 
western Utilities Limited is fore¬ 
casting it will pay 31 percent more 
for its natural gas supplies over the 
most recent winter prices. 

The requested rale increase is 
attributable to increases in the price 
paid by Northwestern to primarily 
Alberta suppliers in today's tighter 
natural gas market The firming of 
gas prices today is due to the reduc¬ 
tion of excess supplies and the 
matching of supply w ith demand 
The prices in the market today arc 
becoming more reflective of the 
actual costs required for exploring 
and developing new gas supplies. 

If approved, the change in the 
gas bill for a typical residential 
customer will be 3 percent higher 
in 1993. or approximately $22. and 
an additional 8 4 percent increase 
in 1994. for an annual increase of 
approximately $60 These increases 
in customer bills reflect the fact 
that gas costs arc only a portion of 
the customer's total bill

Don’t ask Michael Long if he 
caught the latest rerun of MAS H 
or Cheers last night. He likely 
hasn’t. 

While most young people his 
age. along with older adults, spend 
their free time nestled in front of 
the latest T V. attraction. Long is 
busy constructing replica versions 
of outdoor attractions all his own 

For ten years now Long, nearly 
18. has been a model railway en¬ 
thusiast. He reproduces actual land¬ 
scapes. towns and even train sta¬ 
tions to miniature dimensions to 
operate high quality model trains 
through in classic sty le. 

Altogether, he has over $8,000 
worth of equipment invested in the 
hobby - most of w hich is still back 
at his parent's home in Port Hope. 
Ontario. Long recently moved from 
the eastern Canadian community 
to go to school in Didsbury while 
living with his aunt and uncle 

"It takes a fair amount of time to 
do some of the layouts I build." 


That "something productive” 
has evolved into an on-going quest 
to create more and more scenery 
and imagery around collector-cali¬ 
bre train engines ”1 have one that's 
solid brass and worth in the 
neighborhood of $2,000. This isn't 
a kid's kind of hobby, really You 
go to various shows and ev ents and 
whatnot and you see collectors 
anywhere from 8-ycars-old to about 
80 doing this.

Unity and Diversity 

On October 3. Christiansaround 
the world joined together in ob¬ 
serving World Wide Communion 
Sunday. While the Sacrament may 
have been observed in different 
ways and the meaning may have 
been variously understood, never¬ 
theless it is significant that on a 
world wide basis people were united 
around the meal Jesus shared with 


his disciples before the crucifix¬ 
ion While Christendom is still very 
divided, it is cncouragingthat there 
arc some things that unite us. In 
recent years there seems to be a 
consensus developing on various 
matters of faith and practice. 

One such development has been 
use of a Common Lcctionarv This 
is a three year cycle of scripture 
readings (Usually four readings for 
each Sunday) This means that a 
person attending church in any one 
of a number of denominations will 


hear the same scripture read On 
any given Sunday the same scrip¬ 
ture base will be used to develop 
the theme of the worship service 
There will no doubt be a great 
variety of waysthis will happen but 
the basic scripture passages will be 
the same.

As of December 31, 1993, the 
National Tripartite Stabilization 
Program for Beef will be termi¬ 
nated The intent is to move to a 
"Whole Farm" income stabilization 
as the basic approach for helping 
farmer manage market risk Here 
arc the details of the program ter¬ 
mination 
Cow-Calf 

The cow-calf plan will termi¬ 
nate as of December 31. 1993. 
NTSP support price calculations 
for the 1993 calf crop should be 
finalized by the end of January 
1994 

If no stabilization payment is 


triggered for 1993. producers en¬ 
rolled and in good standing in the 
plan as of December 31. 1993 will 
receive a full refund of premiums 
they paid into the plan, plus inter¬ 
est These funds should be mailed 
to eligible producers by April of 
1994. 

Fcedcr/slaughter Cattle 

The feeder and slaughter cattle 
plans will also be terminated as of 
December 31. 1993. Premiums arc 
still due October 15.1993 for cattle 
purchased or weaned during Quar¬ 
ter 3. 1993 (July/August/Septcm- 
ber) No premiums will be col¬ 
lected on cattle purchased or 
weaned after September 30. 1993 
as the will not be eligible for cov¬ 
erage under NTSP Although no 


premiums will be due on cattle 
purchased and weaned in Quarter 
4. 1993 (Octobcr/Novcmbcr/Dc- 
cembcr), producers will still be 
required to complete a quarterly 
report for that quarter 

Producers will eligible for any 
stabilization pay ments triggered in 
the fourth quarter on eligible sales 
of cattle that were in their inven¬ 
tory as of September 30. 1993.

Consultants Ltd estimates the 
Borland area purchase has total 
reserves of 63 billion cubic feet 

The Borland production facili¬ 
ties arc in immediate proximity to 
AEC's existing Colt discoveries, 
which include three undeveloped 
Devonian gas wells. The Bcrland 
facilities will now be used in the 
development of the Coll gas re¬ 
serves

From the council table

A year in review. 

A complete new council and 
already a year has passed. Many 
things have taken place and many 
more are on the table. On the Fri¬ 
day before each council meeting, 
members ofeach rcccivethcircoun- 
cil packages which contain the 
agenda for the next meeting and all 
the background information for 
every agenda item This allows the 
council to study everything before 
the meeting, in order to bring up 
concerns they may have regarding 
these items Also it alleviates the 
necessity to read them at the table 
making the meetings any more pro¬ 
longed then they have to be. 

With an all new council, it has 
been a lot of learning and studying 
to bring every one up to speed on all 
the issues in town Everyone has 
worked long and hard to become 
familiar with these issues A lot of 
exciting things have happened in 
the past year, as well as a few 
negative things Here arc a few 
highlights 

The opening of the new pool in 
February was net with enthusiasm 
by some and trepidation by others 
As of August 30 1993 revenues arc 
at $111.2.35. This exceeds the ex¬ 
pectations of the first year With a 
great stafTand good programming 
the pool is providing to be great 
place to have a good time Young 
and old alike arc making use of the 
w ide variety of programs 

The new Recreation Director - 
now set up in the arena complex - 
has proved to be a very good mov e 
At the centre of recreation activity, 
it is more accessible to the public 
and easier for Ken to keep and eye 
on things Ken Luck has done an 
excellent job in a short amount of 
time, both in co-ordination of rec¬ 
reation activities and volunteers 
and in developing policy and pro¬ 
cedures for all areas under his di¬ 
rection His service and dedication 
have proven to be a great asset to 
the town Ken has more plans and 
advice for future recreation needs 
in regards to park, ball diamonds, 
etc. and possibly will be a great 
help to the curling club when the 
new facility gets going. 

Thanks to the curling club and 
Ag Society, the new curling rink is 
going intoconstruction These two 


organizations have done a lot of 
fund raising and planning for this 
event It will be an added recrea¬ 
tion asset for Didsbury and area 
Once the new facility is opened and 
the old facility removed, there will 
be more parking available We are 
working on parking designs now. 
so bear with us - it is coming. The 
new curling rink promises to be a 
good facility to all concerned, even 
if you don't curl 

The restoration and renovation 
of the Westerdale Building is now 
completed. The town will be ad¬ 
vertising for tenders for the rental 
of the premises It is a much better 
facility now that it is renovated 

The Urban Crime Watch is a 
new. and unfortunately needed, 
serv ice in town Although it got off 
to a slow start, the organization is 
well under way. The representa¬ 
tive from council is Dan Peters 
Urban crime has decreased since 
inception of the program 

The recycling building is com¬ 
ing along quite well, thanks to a 
group of Lions Club volunteers, 
who put in endless hours of helping 
with the construction The Lions 
Club has entered into an agreement 
in regards to the operation of the 
facility. The equipment has not 
arrived yet so its not quite ready for 
operation. 

The dog catcher has been back 
for 2 months The complaints have 
gone down considerably, but it is a 
problem that never goesaway. With 
professional help, it can be main¬ 
tained to a tolerable level Carol's 
Canine Control ofTcr this kind of 
help to Olds. Didsbury and Car- 
stairs. 

On the negative side. I wonder 
how many people in Didsbury real¬ 
ize what a great serv ice we have 
with out health care system and 
how at risk we arc at losing it 
Council met last week with repre¬ 
sentatives from the hospital board 
to go over what the health care cuts 
mean to Didsbury. So far. 15 beds 
in the acute care section have been 
closed and three positions have 
been cut from the hospital staff 
This must be very hard for the 
families of the laid off people, but 
isthisjust the bcginning?Thc Dids¬ 
bury facility is needed by this com¬ 
munity and we hope the people of 
Didsbury and area will fight for it 
before it is too late Sometimes we 
take for granted the use of conven¬ 
ient facilities, until they arc gone. 


We hope that we will not reach the 
point where the government will 
consider closing our hospital, but 
who knows in this economic bad 
times. 

The next large project is a new 
storage cell for the storage treat¬ 
ment system The committee of 
council is in the process of looking 
at possible land locations Once a 
land purchase is made, then con¬ 
struction of the lines and new cell 
will begin. Changing environment 
regulations for release have neces¬ 
sitated the expansion of the sewage 
treatment system Our present sys¬ 
tem is also at capacity for the town's 
population Government funding 
has been received to offset 54.81 
percent of this expenditure and the 
rest will be handled bv debenture 

Council has been considering 
how to increase revenues, to create 
a building reserve to help with 
maintenance of our facilities and 
also to holddown taxes This is not 
an easy task, there are few avenues 
open.but weareexploringall ideas 

We wish to explain the process 
of events in regard to the sale of 
what is commonly known as the 
Habcrmchl house across from the 
former Kinsmen Pool site Ayoung 
couple, in June, became aware that 
the property was coming on the 
market for sale by reading a news¬ 
paper article and requested and 
appearance at council in July The 
couple made an offer to purchase 
the property, sight unseen, for 
$45.()()(). The potential purchaser 
indicated that their intent was to 
remove the building additions and 
restore the dwelling to its original 
1911 condition Council accepted 
the ofTcr of the condition that the 
transfer would not be made until 
September 1. 1993 The sale was 
quashed by a court order because a 
certified appraisal had not been 
obtained by the town to justify the 
sale price The court was prov ided 
with an appraisal, which indicated 
a value of approximately $83,000. 
Thctown has subsequently obtained 
an appraisal which reflect a value 
of $50,000. Council is now in the 
process of establishing a written 
policy for the sale of building 
owned by the town 

Well, this is just a few of the 
highlights Ov er the next two years 
left on our first term, we will en¬ 
deavour to for our best for the 
people of Didsbury 


Mischief trial set for November

A Cremona man charged with 
mischief in relation to charges laid 
against convicted murdered 
Richard Fcrber will face trial this 
November. 

Peter Wesley David was ar¬ 
rested this summer after charges of 
uttering death threats laid against 
Fcrber were dropped when David 


refused to testify in the case David 
had alleged that Fcrber. who was 
dating David’scstrangcd wife, had 
threatened him several times over 
the phone in April and May of this 
year. 

Fcrber had been arrested by 
RCMP and was to face the charges 
in August when David refused to 
testify Fcrber. who was convicted 
on killing his wife in 1985 was on 
day parole at the time of his arrest 


He was remanded to custody and 
continues to remain in custody in 
relation to another matter 

David, who pled not guilty to 
the charge of mischief, will go to 
trial on November 23. A second 
man. Benjamin Michael Elder, also 
charged with mischief in relation 
to the same matter, will face trial 
with David The trial will take place

"My mother has osteoporosis. 
What can 1 do to prevent 
osteoporosis myself?" 

Osteoporosis, or bone loss, is fairly 
common in people over 65 years 
Health statistics show 1 woman in 
3 over the age of 65 years will 
experience a hip. wrist or spinal 
fracture as a result of osteoporosis 
Men can also develop osteoporosis 
with 1 man in 6 over the age of 65 
years having osteoporosis 

We are more likely to develop 
osteoporosis if we have a family 
history and especially if we take 
after our parents by being a small, 
slight person Controllable risk fac¬ 
tors contributing to osteoporosis 
include low calcium and vitamin D 
intakes, sedentary lifestyle, smok¬ 
ing cigarettes and high alcohol in¬ 
takes Our bone health at age 70 is 
probably related to the sum of life¬ 
style choices we made as children, 
teenagers and adults 

Our diets deserve special atten¬ 
tion. as dietitians and nutritionists 
find many people of all ages who 
consume little or no milk products 
Milk products supply two-thirds of 
our dietary calcium and almost all 
our vitamin D 

Review ing you diet to sec if you 
consumecnough milk products can 
be an eye-opening experience If 
you arc an adult, do you include 2 
to 4 servings of excellent sources 
of calcium in you diet daily? Two 
to three servings arc recommended 
for 4 - 9 year olds, youth (10-16 
years) and pregnant or 
breastfeeding women are advised 
to cat 3 or 4 servings 

Excellent Calcium Sources: 
These foods have 275 mg or more 
of calcium per serving Milk - skim, 
1%. 2% or whole, yoghurt - V «cup. 


Firm Cheeses (chcddar. brick. 
Gouda.etc.) - 1 'A ox.. Skim milk 
powder - 1/3 cup. 

Good Sources : These foods have 
165 mg or more calcuim per serv¬ 
ing: Cottage cheese - 1 cup. "Soft 
cheeses" (Camembcrt. mozzarella) 
- 1 'A 07., Milk pudding - 'A cup. 
Broccoli, cooked - 1 cup. 

The amount of calcuim required 
to support good bone health through 
out life is under a good deal of 
discussion and research. Some ex¬ 
perts feel that calcuim intakes and 
therefore milk intakes need to be 
higher than currently recommended 
by Health and Welfare Canada 
This issue remains a controversy in 
the nutrition field 

With many adults and teenagers 
not consuming enough milk prod¬ 
ucts. perhaps theanswer is for more 
of us to be closer to the current 
recommendations for milk prod¬ 
ucts Also consider other lifestyle 
changes you can make to lower 
your risks for osteoporosis -- regu¬ 
lar exercise, moderate or no alco¬ 
hol. and not smoking The benefits 
of living a healthy lifestyle will 
help you be healthier in more ways 
than healthy bones 

For people with milk allergies 
or lactose intolerance, contact 
myself or a local dietitian for infor¬ 
mation on other diet choices or 
nutrient supplement recommenda¬ 
tions

around, over, or through this to 
start with, and it was also inevita¬

Sw imming has come a long way 
since the dog paddle and has in¬ 
cluded people of all ages Swim¬ 
ming has evolved in such a way 
that everyone, young and old alike, 
can carry on with their activity of 
choice in the water for as many 
years as they like. A program called 
Master's Swim Club is one such 
example of what people over 20 
and up to 99 (or more) can continue 
or start in the water. 

Master's Swim Club is a swim¬

part of the wise camper's pack - 
along with "a good-sized piece of 
mosquito netting, to keep off in¬ 
truding bulldogs. if you wish to rest 
in the tent in the heat of the mid-day 
sun; while a hot water bottle and a 
box of mustard may be tucked in 
with a few simple medicines in 
case of emergency. On two occa¬ 
sions I would have given a great 
deal for a mustard plaster." 

The Alpine Club, to which Vaux 
and Schaffer belonged, represented, 
a broad spectrum of naturalists and 
adventurers of the Rockies until 
1928 In that year, the Canadian 
National Parks Association was 
formed, leaving the Alpine Club to 
focus more narrowly on climbing. 
Mary Schaffer, leading a party of 
six to Maligne Lake near Jasper in 
1908. later described the joy she 
felt exploring the unspoiled wil¬ 
derness by means of a raft they 
named HMS Chaba (Chaba being 
the Stoney name for the lake). 

"With lunch over, we wandered 
about to drink it all in How pure 
and undcfilcd it was! We searched 


Women began climbing moun¬ 
tains soon after men A Miss 
Parmintcr climbed Le Buct in the 
Savoy Alps in 1799. just 13 years 
after the generally accepted begin¬ 
ning of male mountaineering In 
the middle of the 19th century. 
Lucy Walker of Liverpool partici¬ 
pated in 98 expeditions, including 
the ascents of the Eiger and the 
Matterhorn By the time recrea¬ 
tional exploration reached the 
Rockies, women were frequently 
expedition members, some even 
leaders 

BanfTs feminine mountaineer¬ 
ing pioneers were two women from 
Philadelphia. Mary Vaux and Mary 
Schaffer (later Mary SchafTcr War¬ 
ren). who came to Lake Louise in 
the summer of 1889 The former 
worked w ith her brothers in a fas¬ 
cinating amateur science project, 
measuring the movement of gla¬ 
ciers. while the latter was famous 
for her photography and route-find¬ 
ing in the Athabasca Valley south 
of Jasper 


for some sign that others had been 
there - not a teepee pole, not a 
charred stick, not even tracks of 
game, just masses of flowers, the 
lap-lap of waters on shore, the oc¬ 
casional reverberating roar of an 
avalanche, and our own voices, 
stilled by a nameless Providence " 

Mrs Schaffer admitted, on this 
one occasion, to violating her rule 
about leaving campsites as pristine 
as they were found Her group 
carved their initials in a tree trunk 
She said her only regret was that 
Mary Vaux was not with them for 
the historic occasion. In her hon¬ 
our. they named one of the peaks 
by the lake Mount Mary Vaux.

Mary Vaux had some practical 
advice for mountaineers in the 1907 
edition of the Canadian Alpine Jour¬ 
nal. advising women alpinists to 
equip themselves with "rational 
clothes”: "knickerbockers, a flan¬ 
nel shirt-waist, and a knotted ker¬ 
chief at the neck, stout boots, with
